The ears were about 
sis inches lon^ and the grains were 
close together, standing np with sharp 
points ' The grams are email, being 
about one-fourth the size of nn ordinary 
grain of corn. 


Mercer thinks that this must undoubt- 


pdly be the original corn of this country 
from which the present has sprung 
through long and 
high 
cultivation. 


What is remarkable about it is that the 
wound from which it was taken has 
every evidence of being very old, for 
trees wore growing on it that conld not 
be less than 200 year old. The relics 
found with the corn are similar to those 
found in the mounds of Illinois and Ohio, 
and this mound must have been co- 
existent with those, which are believed 
to have been over 1,000 years old. Mer- 
cer has sent samples of his corn to 
friends in the east and to the govern- 
ment 
officials at 
Washington.—Port

It was a simple illustration 
of the awful misery which has been the 
lot of the poor during the recent cold 
weather in New York.—Blakely Hall in 
Brookjyp Eagle.

navy, the venerable (jeorgo Sirian, died 
the other day in Portsmouth, Va.

he was among eleven boys who survived 
and were brought away by that gallant 
old vessel. 
He was brought home by 


Lieutenant Randolph, of Richmond, the 
executive officer of the ship. 


l^ater he was taken by Mr. Marshall, 


gunner in the United States navy, from 
Lieutenant Randolph and by him taught 
gunnery and pyrotechnics. At the ago 
of twenty he entered the navy as a gun- 
ner, and in many n hard fought battle 
afterward showed that the bjood of the 
Greeks, fatuous at Marathon and Ther- 
mopylae, at Platea and Mycenae, still 
lived in his veins.—New York Ararad.

1 broke a 
specimen from the heart of a tree there 
years ago which" had around tho stone 
pith a remarkable array of targe and ex- 
quisite crystals, for on one side of tho 
specimen—which Is not so large aa my 
hand—is a beautiful mass of crystals of 
royal purple amethyst, and on the other 
an equally beautiful array of smoky 
topaz crystals,—tit.

lath, Minnesota, $22 68 per bead.

of the fltty cities get below $4 per capita, 
tbongh thirteen of them do not exceed $5 
eicb per capita. 


The average cost of city government is 


higher in Chicago, Boston, Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Sun Franqtsoo than in 
New York, the rate per b*ad ID Ban Fran- 
cisco being $11 41.

Th« Seal Fisheries? 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The course of 


negotiations now in progress between the 
United States and Great Britain, touching 
upon the seal fisheries in the Behring sea, 
are being closely watched by members of 
committees of the Senate and House. 
The 


report from London to the effect that Lord 
Salisbury had refused to raoew the modus 
vivendi, was received with dissatisfaction. 
Members of the Congressional Committee 
do not disguise the belief in private, tbat 
unless tfce British Government shows a 
disposition to join in the work now, of pro- 
tecting the waters of the Behring sea from 
poachers during the progress of the arbitra- 
tion, the United States Governmant must 
undertake th* task and execute the law 
which has not been repealed, requiring 
that it protect the seal fisheries. 


If this course is followed the situation 


will assume a phase very similar to that 
preceding th$ readoption of the modns Vi- 
vendi last year and the Government re- 
sume the policy of the seizure of offending 
vessels, which may lead to energetic pro- 
tests atid perhaps retaliatory action by 
Great Britain.

The difference between the method o

Huinwn Uelriga In the Mammoth Age. 
Near Brunn, the capital of Moravia, 


important discoveries of prehistoric re- 
mains have been made which are likely 
to attract the attention of palteontolo- 
gists all over the globe. As a canal was 
being d«g 4,'i skulls, were brought to 
light of dolicho-oophalous (long headed) 
character and of an exceedincjy low 
stage of development. The same place 
contained bones and teeth of mammoth 
rhinoceros and reindeer. 


Close to the skulls lay more than 500 


fossil snails, several calcinous stones, 
with Unles in the middle, a rude figure 
cut out of a mammoth's tooth, with a 
hole running through the middle.
